While I node no specific reference to the nature of ny oversees rwd.1, tlio hurch 
ocnnlttee'o tertimeny loaves it without question that ray publishing correspondence was 
intercepted. If he aver discusses this with you, or if you think ho would wont to know, 
let nc remind you of sove of it* 


Wli&t is less definitive but is reasonably attributable to the CIA is the ixrst of 
several efforts a dear anf influential frind, Sidney ^ufman, made abroad. He had tho 
late Baroness Maura Budburg act as my agent, a he had Collins, in England, Interested, 
and their interest, ho told me, was killed by John Sparrow. The late btove Berber, 
q conservative British reporter, told mo that Sparrow line long-time intelligence 
connections* 

Sidney also introduced the book to n major German publisher, from whom 1 hoard 
only year later. They then informed me that they iiad gono for the book, written me,' 
and gotten no runpouae* I n- ver got th.'ir lcttor(s). Tiny nloo returned the ms, with

Than Sidney got ms another agent in England, Gordon ^arbord, probably doa now* 

Two •tiiin-TB hapoonod. Sir Leslie Frowin ueoided to publish Whitewash. And while ha 
was drafting the oentrnct he was fed baa, wrong infornation that led Mb to believe 
two books would compete for the sane market and neither would sell. At the same time, 
for a period of about two months, everything I send Gordon was intercepted and hel£. 
Then all of it reached him at one tine, as ho wrote or oabled me. When it was too Late. 

I had cc rres pondunoo with OM toffl j B HWj iWM about publishing Whitewash when it 
became apparent that no US publisher was going to go for a book really critical^ of the 
official explanation anil not praising the FBI, os Epntoin's did. I am sure tho IBfK, 
East Germany and Hungary. Or maybo Instead of Hungary, the GeocHso I have copies in 
dead files. These are clearly within the CIA intercept program testified to. And I've 
not received any indication of the existence of any such record.* from either the FHI 
or CIA. (The FBI was in on it but the program was for the CIA.) Japan also, but I'm 
not suro mail to Japan wa3 intercepted. Saw tiring strange happened with O sll i jrnr d in 
France, but I doffit recall if mail to Franco was intercepted or if it could account 
for that business.

You may not have known of Praegor, not then known to no as a CIA publioher. If nothing 
else, it is a r osonable assumption that Praegor personally informed tho CIA of the 
book. His nan who read and was excitod by Whitewash told me it would require Praegor a 
perrionnl OK. He is I tort Puner, friend of a friend, and he anticipated a 50,000 first 
print, which for 1965 was quite good.
